Mr. Gentry is of the .seventh gen­ 
eration in direct descent from Nicho­ 
las Gentry, the soldier emigrant, and 
1*» the fourth Richard. 
Richard the

nal Nicholas and he is to a large ex 
tent responsible for the greatness of 
the Gentry clan. 
He had nineteen 
children, of whom six teen were sons. 
Eight of the sons came to Missouri 
and took active part in molding the 
destinies of the state.
